YAI.UUO, January (I. — Today was one 


of activity at the Mare Island navy yard. 
Tho Mohican was made ready to nail at 
a moment's notice. Executive Oflicer 
Wndhain said the Mohican could reach 
Honolulu in ten days and could oarry 
250 men. 


The general opinion among tho oflicera 


here is that tho situation in Hawaii IB 
so Borious that tho secretary of state 
daie not give out any news until ho has 
consulted tho President. It was posi- 
tively learned that trouble was immi- 
nent and that General Irwiu had KO re- 
ported by the' Corwin, suggesting that 
if tho Queen was to be restored the 
United Stales forces, now in Honolulu 
are unable lo cope with the provisional 
government's forces. 


An officer from the navy yard visited 


the Oorvrin on a lug today, presumably 
lo obtain advice as to the situation at 
the islands. Tlie Corwin iaHlill anchored 
off Itcd Kock ami tonight landed an offi- 
cer «t San Qiictitm to receive dispatches.
